REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 5 and 6 are amended, claims 2-4, 12 and 17 are canceled, and claims 
1,5-11, 13-16 and 18-33 are pending. 

2. Pending claims 1, 5-11, 13-16 and 18-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of Anderson et al. (US 6,096,469), Sugiyama et al. (JP 11-208099) and 
Kitamura et al. (US 2001/0016249 A1) neither teaches nor suggests an Inkjet receptor 
media having two ink receptor layers comprising an outermost ink receptor layer and an 
innermost ink receptor layer, wherein the outermost layer comprises alumina or alumina 
hydrate having the claimed particle size and the innermost layer comprises fumed silica 
having the claimed particle size. In fact Kitamura teaches the ink receiving inside layer 
comprises silica gel, not fumed silica.
